FEWER HOMICIDES IN CALIFORNIA 
During 1935 there were 40 fewer homicides than in 
1934. There were registered with the California State 


Department of Public Health 435 homicides in 1934 


as compared with 395 in 1985. Of the 395 such events 
that were recorded last year 337 were murders and 
49 were justifiable homicides, 30 by police officers and 
19 by other individuals. 


Most homicides are caused by firearms. Relatively 
few are caused by cutting and piercing instruments. 
The ready availability of firearms probably constitutes 
the most important factor in the production of 
homicides. 

Out of 395 homicides reported last year 117 were in 
Los Angeles and 29 in San Francisco. There were 11 
in Sacramento, 9 in San Diego, 7 in Stockton and 7 in 
San Bernardino. The remainder were -scattered 
throughout the state. 

It will be noted that an average of more than one 
homicide occurs in California for every day in the 
year. 


TUBERCULOSIS DEATH RATE LOWERED 


There were 4516 deaths from tuberculosis regis- 
tered in California last year as compared with 4611 
such deaths registered in 1934. The rate dropped 
from 74.9 per hundred thousand in 1934 to 72.0 per 


hundred thousand in 1935. 


Of the 4516 individuals who died of tuberculosis in 
California last year, 3179 had lived within the state 
for 10 years or more, 576 had lived in California 
from 5 to 9 years, 357 had lived here from 1 to 4 
years and 186 tuberculosis decedents had lived in 
California for less than one year. By months the 
length of residence within the state of tuberculosis 
decedents last year was as follows: Under 1 month, 
22; 1 to 3 months, 44; 4 to 6 months, 48; 7 to 12 
months, 77. 4 

Of these deaths 4105 were due to tuberculosis of the 
lungs, 131 to tuberculosis of the meninges, 103 dis- 
seminated tuberculosis and the remainder were caused 
by tuberculosis of other organs of the body. 

A true tuberculosis death rate for each community 
of the state is not available for the reason that many 
county institutions where tuberculosis deaths occur 
in great numbers may be located within cities, thus 
providing an abnormally high tuberculosis death rate 
for the city. If the county hospital is in the rural 
district an abnormally high tuberculosis death rate is 
provided for the county as a whole. 

It is noticeable that tuberculosis death rates are 
higher in those counties where state hospitals and 
other hospitals are located. In those counties where 
there are many private institutions for the specific 
treatment of the tuberculous the death rates are 
inordinately high. In those cities that are known to 
be centers for casual laborers the death rate is excep- 
tionally high. The same is true also of some of the 
southern counties where there are large numbers of 
Mexicans and other foreign born who possess little 
or no immunity against the disease. 

In consideration of the fact that untold numbers of 
tuberculous individuals migrate to California each 
year in the hope of finding benefits in a favorable 
climate, the low tuberculosis death rate for the state 
constitutes an enviable record. To be sure, it is much 


higher than that for most of the other states. That 


it should be maintained at so low a level in spite of 
the unprecedented migration to California is a matter 


of congratulation. Credit also should be given to 


those counties which maintain adequate machinery for 
the prevention of the disease and for the removal 
and isolation of active cases.

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MANY DEATHS FROM ACCIDENTAL CAUSES 


In 1935 there were 5774 deaths in California due to 
external causes as compared with 5567 such deaths in 
1934 and 5153 in 1938. This increase in 1935 occurred 
in spite of a reduction in the total number of motor 
vehicle deaths and may be attributed largely to an 
increased number of falls in the home. Hight hundred 
five deaths last year were due to this cause as com- 
pared with 662 in 1934 and 660 in 1933. Almost half 
of all accidental deaths last year were due to motor 


vehicle accidents and one-quarter of the total was due 
to accidents in the home. 


MOTOR VEHICLE DEATHS 


Out of a total of 2786 motor vehicle deaths 1043 


were due to collisions with pedestrians, 854 to col- 
lisions with other motor vehicle, 200 to collisions with 
fixed objects and 514 such deaths were in noncollision 


accidents. There were but 87 deaths due to collisions - 
with railroad trains, 48 with electric cars, 37 with 


bicyeles and 3 with horse drawn vehicles. Motor 
vehicle deaths were quite evenly distributed among 
all age groups. 


DEATHS IN HOME ACCIDENTS 


Out of a total of 1398 deaths in this group 805 were 
due to falls, 251 to conflagrations, burns and explo- 
sions, 93 to poisonings, 60 to absorption of poisonous 
gases, 43 to firearms and 39 mechanical suffocations, 
27 of which were in infants. 

Considerably more than one-half of all deaths dive 
to home accidents were in persons more than 55 years 
of age whose deaths were due to burns and falls. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC ACCIDENTS 


In this group there were 1045. deaths recorded last 
year, 324 of which were due to drowning, 211 due to 
falls, 118 railroad accidents and 67 street car acci- 
dents not involving motor vehicles. There were 49 
deaths in water transportation and 49 deaths in air 
transportation. The most important single cause of 
death in this group is drowning, almost one-third of 
the total being due to this cause. | 


OCCUPATIONAL DEATHS 


There were but 477 deaths in this group last year, 
142 of which were due to accidents in general trades. 
Among other specific groups the following deaths 
were registered last year:

facturing group and 7 in clerical and professional 
service. 


SANTA BARBARA COUNTY WINS HEALTH 
AWARD 


In the new Rural Health Conservation Contest 


sponsored by the United States Chamber of Com- 


merce and the American Public Health Association 
Santa Barbara County won first prize in the western 
division of the United States and honorable mention 
was attained by Los Angeles County and Santa Clara 
County. 


_ This contest is limited to counties in districts which | 
have a full time health service and 160 such counties 
or districts were enrolled. The population included 


in the participating units is between eight and nine 
million. 

For the purpose of the contest the United States is 
divided into six geographical divisions, three of which 


are east of the Mississippi River and three west of 


the Mississippi River. 

The contest has as its purpose the elimination of 
premature deaths and prevention of resultant eco- 
nomic losses, together with those that may be due to 
unnecessary illness. It aims to accomplish this end by 
enlisting the active interest of business men in public 
health and by encouraging a more unified and coordi- 
nated program on the part of the several groups or 
organizations that may be engaged in the protec- 
tion and promotion of the public health. The items 
on which participants are scored are similar to those 
selected for the scoring of cities except that problems 
peculiar to rural districts are particularly emphasized.
